meeting  in  which  Athletic  Vice-president 
Tom  Parry’s  request  for  $3000  for  the  trip 
was  presented.  Parry  was  awarded  $2,500 
to  bolster  the  Athletics  Office  travel 
budget. 

Chief  Justice  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court,  C.  Keith  Allred,  said  he  spoke  to 
three  of  the  five  justices  over  the  weekend 
and  decided  to  postpone  court  action-:  “I 
want  to  keep  the  court  out  of  it  unless 
they  (the  Executive  Council)  ask  us  to 
come  in  after  we’ve  given  them  a fair 
chance  to  look  at  it,”  he  said. 

The  $6,000  Hawaiian  trip  will  take  eight 
members  of  the  Cougar  Band,  14 
representatives  of  the  Cougarettes,  and 
three  representatives  of  the  Athletics 
Office  to  the  Rainbow  Classic  Basketball 
Tournament  to  be  held  in  Honolulu, 
Hawaii,  Dec.  28, 29,  and  30. 


Athletic  representatives  include  Parry, 
his  executive  assistant  in  charge  of  pep 
groups,  Jack  Martin  and  advisor  Jo  Ann 
Parry— who  is  not  related  to  Tom  Parry. 

ASBYU  Vice-president  of  Finance  Don 
Murdock  reported  that  the  budget 
committee  of  his  office  claimed  the 
expenditure  was  “unjustified”  and 
disapproved  it. 

However,  ASBYU  Student  Relations 
Vice-president  Cam  Caldwell  said  Friday  he 
“wotdd  urge  a re-evaluation  of  the  trip  if 
nothing  is  worked  out  through  the 
University  Relations  Office”  to  promote 
the  school  and  Church.

However,  over  5 ,000  fans  turned  out  to 
see  use  wallop  BYU,  101-65.  At  the 
Arena,  this  is  a full  house. 

The  situation  was  stickier  Saturday  night 
at  Oregon  State  University  where  BYU 
bowed  to  the  OSE  Beavers  99-80. 

During  the  game’s  halftime,  a group  of 
about  50  blacks,  including  women  and 
children,  took  the  floor  as  the  OSU 
wrestling  team  was  giving  a wrestling 
exhibition. 

The  blacks  lined  the  floor,  arms  linked, 
and  prevented  some  fans  from  watching 
the  wrestlers.  The  demonstrators  were 
booed  by  the  fans,  though  officials  made 


no  attempt  to  move  them  off  the  court. 

The  wrestling  team  left  the  floor  but  the 
blacks  still  encircled  the  court  as  the  BYU 
team  came  back  at  the  end  of  the  half  for 
their  warm-ups.  They  did  not  move  onto 
the  floor  while  the  blacks  remained. 

Finally,  OSU  officials  conferred  with  the 
black  leaders  on  the  floor  and  permitted- 
them  to  deliver  a one  minute  message. 
While  the  speech  was  being  made,  the 
blacks  were  again  booed. 

When  the  Cougar  team  did  at  last  take 
the  floor,  they  were  cheered  by  the  crowd 
of  over  10,000.  The  game  was  delayed  for 
only  about  five  minutes. 


enough  that  we  could  take  pep  groups  over 
there  without  any  disturbances  or  riots,” 
answered  Parry. 

Protests  against  athletic  relations  with 
BYU  flared  on  the  University  of  Hawaii 
campus  in  October. 

Murdock,  who  claimed  they  have  “good 
intentions,”  mentioned  that  “many  people 
might  have  wondered  why  they  are  going 
to  Hawaii  when  the  problem  is  here  in  the 
states.” 

He  added  that  “it  is  important  that  they 
(Parry,  Martin  and  Jo  Ann  Parry)  go”  as 
“coodinators”  of  the  pep  groups. 

Murdock  said,  however,  that  “it  is  quite 
unfair  to  a lot  of  groups . . . many  times 
stOdents  make  quite  large  personal 
sacrifices  to  go  (on  trips)  and  this  is  quite  a 
free  gratis  trip  we  are  gjving.”

How  ‘Meaningful’ 
can  you  reaUy  get? 

We  wish  to  congratulate  the  student  executive  group  for  taking  a 
stand  on  “meaningful  government.”  In  agreeing  to  spend  unbudgeted 
funds  to  send  the  Cougargreats  to  Pago  Pago  to  support  our 
Tiddley-wink  team,  student  government  members  are  demonstrating 
that  there  really  is  an  “alternative.” 

The  near  unanimous  vote  also  demonstrated  that  the  executive  group 
is  a unified  body.  Where  else  would  one  find  members  oppose  the 
request  for  money  only  to  vote  favorably  when  the  chips  were  down. 
And  down  they  were!  After  all,  when  Ted  Perry  of  the  athletics  office 
warned  the  group  that  he  would  find  the  money  somewhere,  it  was 
obvious  to  the  other  government  members  that  he  meant  business. 
Obvious,  too,  that  the  “somewhere”  would  be  out  of  his  own  office 
funds,  which  would  mean  that  other  (budgeted)  activities  would 
eventually  suffer.  Should  this  happen  then  the  council  would  have  to 
bail  him  out  anyway.  It  made  sense,  then,  for  the  executive  group  to 
agree  to  Perry’s  request  now  so  that  they  won’t  be  financially  hampered 
later  on  in  the  year. 

Some  people  might  consider  this  a mild  form  of  blackmail,  but  surely 
it  is  an  example  of  the  old  American  knowhow. 

Example  of  initiative 

Another  example  of  initiative  came  with  Perry’s  “witnesses”  for  the 
defense.  Supporting  his  claim  was  activities  department  dean  Milburn  F. 
Harbinger;  athletics  office  advisor  Jeanne  Perry  (no  kin);  and 
bandmaster  Greg  Ellington. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  this  was  comparable  to  loading  the  dice. 
After  all,  the  latter  two  athletic  supporters  are  actually  going  on  the 
trip.  But  no  one,  we’re  sure,  doubts  their  sincerity  when  they  claim 
interest  in  the  college  Tiddley-wink  team,  nor  their  interest  in 
improving  inter-campus  relations  with  Pago  Pago. 

However,  we  must  confess  to  being  puzzled  when  it  is  suggested  that 
Greg  Ellington  and  seven  members  of  the  band  must  go  to  Pago  Pago  to 
“lead”  the  local  musicians.  We  thought  the  Cougargreats  danced  to 
pre-recorded  music.  It  has  been  hinted,  though,  that  the  sound  men  on 
the  campus  at  Pago  Pago  would  be  unable  to  properly  cue  and  play  the 
tape  for  the  Cougargreats . . . hence  the  need  for  Ellington  and  seven 
band  members  and  an  expenditure  of  $ 1 ,804. 

Play  on  cue 

But  we  mustn’t  quibble.  The  executive  group  must  have  thought  it 
worth  spending  $ 1 ,804  to  send  the  bandsmen  rather  than  to  send  a tape 
in  someone’s  suitcase.  After  all,  Cougargreat  advisor  Clementine 
Howzatt,  and  Jeanne  Perry,  and  Ted  Perry  (no  kin),  and  Ted’s  assistant 
Jim  Merton  are  going  to  be  so  busy  chaperoning  one  another  (no 
chaperones  in  Pago  Pagp?)  that  they  won’t  have  time  to  ensure  a tape  is 
properly  cued.  Instead  the  bandsmen  will  have  to  keep  rehearsing  with 
the  Pago  Pago  musicians  to  ensure  that  they  play  on  cue. 

But  we’re  sure  that  the  group  took  this  into  consideration,  although 
council  members  had  little  time  to  ponder  the  proposal  from  Ted  Perry. 
The  constitution  does  state  that  “bills  and  actions  to  be 
considered  . . . must  be  presented  at  least  one  week  in  advance  of  the 
voting,  to  give  time  for  proper  consideration  and  investigation.”  Now 
we  are  sure  that  the  executive  group  is  so  well-informed  that  it  needed 
but  an  hour  to  consider  and  investigate  this  proposal  to  spend  student 
funds. 

The  fact  that  at  least  three  members  of  the  council  were  fully  aware 
of  the  fact  that  the  request  for  funds  did  not  have  to  be  acted  upon  at 
once  as  per  the  constitution,  should  not  in  any  way  place  their  motives 
in  doubt.  To  have  acted  on  such  knowledge,  or  to  have  requested  that 
the  proposal  be  tabled  until  the  next  meeting  would  have  presented  a 
picture  of  disunity,  after  all. 

Perish  the  thought! 

To  suggest  that  members  of  the  council  were  hesitant  to  vote 
unfavorably  on  the  request  because,  they  in  turn,  may  be  seeking 
additional  funds  for  their  own  offices  and  activities,  is  to  dispute  the 
integrity  of  the  members.  Why,  that’s  almost  as  bad  as  saying,  “You 
scratch  my  back.  I’ll  scratch  yours.” 

Perish  the  thought! 

No,  we’re  in  favor  of  any  activity  which  promotes  the  university  and 
its  student  body  and  provides  a favorable  image.  In  fact,  we  believe  that 
such  action  is  so  important  that  we’re  sorry  the  Cougargreats  did  not 
accompany  the  team  which  participated  in  the  Rat  Decathlon.  For  that 
matter,  we  believe  that  sufficient  funds  should  be  made  available  to 
ship  the  entire  student  executive  group  to  Pago  Pago  with  the 
Tiddley-wink  team  . . . and  the  student  body  . . . and  the 
administration  . . . and  the  staff . . . and  any  local  residents  who  would 
like  to  go.  Surely  we  can  find  some  reason  or  other  which  the  executive 
group  will  find  plausible.  All  that  has  to  be  done  is  present  a “hurried” 
request  for  funds,  and  the  funds  are  forthcoming.

“The  pattern  in  Thailand  is 
essentially  the  same”  as,  “the 
pattern  by  which  they  (the 
Communists)  took  over  North 
Vietnam,  Dr.  Weldon  Moffit  of 
the  Psychology  Dept,  told  a group 
of  students  at  a Psychology 
Department  Colloquium  over  the 
weekend. 

“This  is  the  classical  pattern 
that  Mao  developed  in  China  and 
which  he  used  as  a basis  of 
conquering  China,”  Moffit  said. 

The  pattern  involves  three 
phases,  the  group  was  told. 

The  first  stage  is  essentially  one 
of  propaganda,  the  second  to 
develop  guerilla  bands  to  disrupt 
the  orderly  process  of 
government,  and  the  third  phase  is 
the  forming  of  units  to  combat 
the  established  military. 

“It  involves  the  same  pattern  in 
South  Vietnam,”  Moffit 

KUTV  president 


continued,  “except,  when  they 
came  to  full  scale  warfare,  the 
United  States’  intervention  had 
been  so  massive  that  they  went 
back  largely  to  phase  two.” 

Moffit,  who  spent  last  year  in 
Thailand,  said  the  United  States 
has  selected  Thailand  as  a base  of 
research  and  development  to 
experiment  with  different  kinds 
of  counter-revolutionary  programs 
to  combat  these  revolutionary 
patterns  before  they  arrive  at  the 
stage  they  are  in  Vietnam.

'Messiah'’  epitomy  of  Christmas

If  the  spirit  of  Christmas  is  most 
often  conveyed  with  music,  then 
surely  the  epitomy  of  all 
Christmas  music  is  Handel’s 
“Messiah.”  It  is,  in  large  form, 
what  “Silent  Night”  is  as  a carol. 

Somehow,  the  Oratorio  never 
seems  to  grow  old.  Like  Christmas 
itself,  it  is  always  alive,  vital, 
significant.  And  this  makes  it  all 
the  more  exciting  when  such  an 
outstanding  recording  as  RCA’s 
latest  release  with  the  Robert 
Shaw  Chorale  and  Orchestra 
comes  out.  It  is  available  either 
complete  in  three  discs  or  with 
highlights  on  one. 

This  is  one  recording  where  you 
just  can’t  go  wrong.  Make  no 
mistake,  the  Robert  Shaw  Chorale 
is  the  world’s  finest”.  This  is 
demonstrated  again  and  again  in 
the  soaring  vocal  lines,  the  lucid 
and  smoot  Handelian  melismas, 
the  rich  tone,  and  the  flawless 
balance.  The  performance  is 
impeccable  as  well  as  exciting. 

One  could  say  the  same  of  the 
economically  sized  orchestra,  and 
this  is  one  of  the  amazing 
quahties— that  with  just  31  voices 
and  about  as  few  instru- 
mentalists—Shaw  achieves  a sound 
of  such  magnificence,  still 
retaining  the  baroque  intimacy 
and  cohesion  that  Handel  had  in 
mind. 

Shaw’s  interpretation,  which,  he 


says,  chips  away  “all  that  had 
been  daubed,  stuccoed  and 
garmented  for  public  display”  is 
indeed  fresh  and  convincing  in  its 
simplicity.  Most  striking  are  his 
bright  tempos;  even  the 
“Hallelujah  Chorus”  bounces  right 


long.  The  baroque 
ornamentation  is  always 
consistent,  never  artificial  or 
overdone,  as  usually  happens  in 
so-called  ‘‘authentic” 
performances. 

The  soloists  are  adequate  and 
often-times  inspired,  including 
soprano  Judith  Raskin,  contralto 
Florence  Kopleff,  bass  Thomas

Freshmen  sensation  Paul  Fehlberg  ignited  the 
BYU  wrestling  team  over  the  weekend  by  his 
aggressiveness  and  desire  to  win,  which  in  turn 
carried  over  to  the  rest  of  the  Cougar  grapplers. 
They  were  able  to  dethrone  last  year’s  defending 
Beehive  Invitational  Wrestling  Champion,  the 
University  of  Utah. 


Five  BYU  individual  champions  were  presented 
with  trophies  for  their  performances.  In  addition  to 
Paul  Fehlberg,  who  won  the  118  pound  class 
championship,  Laron  Hansen  came  through  to  easily 
win  the  142  pound  class  title.  Paul’s  older  Brother 
Reed  emerged  victorious  in  the  134  pound  class. 
Ron  Kenworthy  won  the  150  pound  class,  and  the 
heavyweight  title  went  to  Ken  Tams,  who  recorded 
a narrow  54  verdict  over  Kurt  Bellock  of  the 
University  of  Utah. 

Utah  placed  two  individual  champions  in  this 
years  Beehive  Invitation  as  Bavillino  Izizarry  won  in 
the  closing  seconds  of  his  match  with  BYU’s  Chuck 


Chambers.  Chambers  had  a 1-0  lead  with  15  seconds 
remaining  in  the  final  period,  but  Izizarry  was  able 
to  gain  a reversal  on  Chambers  for  two  points, 
holding  on  to  win  the  124  pound  class 
championship. 

Scott  Tennis  won  the  177  pound  class  as  he 
recorded  the  first  pin  in  the  championship  bracket. 
He  pinned  Boise  State  College’s  Gene  Bindrieffat 
the  3 :48  mark  of  the  second  period. 

Idaho  State  University  finished  in  a tie  for  second 
place  with  Utah  and  also  posted  two  individual 
champions.
